Mayor Smith Was Strung 
Up and Badly Injured 
for Trying to Save Ne- 


i(¢ gro, But Not Killed as 


First Reported. 


TROOPS PATROLLING 
STREETS OF OMAHA 


Authorities Think They 
Have Situation in Hand. 
Only Two Persons Kill- 
ed in Riot, Though 
Many Were Injured. 


Omaha, Neb., September 29.—With 


, 800 troops from Forts Omaha and 


Crook, Neb., and Camp Dodge, Iowa, 
on riot duty, and with 500 more sol- 
diers due to arrive later, Omaha of- 
ficials were -confident there would 
be no further outbreak of the race 
rioting wihch yesterday and last 
night resulted in the death of two 
persons, injuries to several score of 
others, an attempt to Iynch Mayor 
E. P. Smith, and partial destruc- 
tion by fire of the county court- 
house. 

The ‘troops have machine guns 
ready to put into use if necessary. 
lieadquarters were established at 
eentral police station by Colonel J. 
E. Morris, Twentieth infantry, com- 
mander of the military forces in 
the city. Members of the police de- 
partment were put under Colonel 
Morris’ orders. General Leonard A. 
Wood, commander of the central de- 
partment of the army, is expected to 
arrive in the city tonght or tomor- 
row to take charge of the situation.

Courthouse in Ruins. 

The fire started in the courthouse, 
left that structure a mass of ruins. 
The property was valued at a mil- 
lion and a half dollars. The dam- 
age to the records could not be es- 
timated early today, but it is be- 
lieved many have been destroyed 
beyond reclamation. Statistics vital 
to county affairs since the county 
was organized are believed to be 
badly damaged. 

For several hours the lives of 
more than 100 prisoners in the 
county jail were endangered by the 
flames in the lower floors of the 
building. It was finally necessary 
to send them all to the roof. Sheriff 
Clark stood off the angry mob un- 
til the flames caused the frisoners 
themselves to take action. Theyat 
first decided among themselves to 
throw the negro from the roof to 
the pavement below and leave him 
to the destruction of the mob. It 
was at this momeiut that the mob 
that had gained entrance to the 
burning building pushed past Sher- 
iff Clark and his deputies and 
forced their way into the cell cor- 
ridor. Here it was that the negro 
was turned over to them. 

Throwing a rope around his neck 
these men, numbering about fifty, 
dragged him to the ground floor, 
down stifling stairways and 
through blinding smoke to _ the 
street. When they appeared at the 
Harney street entrance to the court- 
house they were greeted by a howl- 
ing mob of thousands. 

Brown was practically dead before 
he was ever strung to the light 
pole. Two bullets were fired into 
his body as he was dragged through 
the crowd. He was never heard to 
utter a word and he was not given 
an opportunity to speak before be- 
ingg stretched full length before 
the gaze of thousands. 

Brown's body was mutilated be- 
yond recognjtion. Riddled by a 
thousand bullets, it was first plac- 
ed over a fire of tar red -fagots. 
It was not permitted to remain 
there long, however, and was soon 
being dragged through the streets at 
the end of a rope pulled by fifty 
members of the mob. This specta- 
cle did not .end until late in the 
morning hours, when what remain- 
ed of the torse was hung to a trol- 
ley pole at one of the most im- 
portant down-town intersections. 
The arrival of the federal troops 
caused a disnersal of the mob. 

The destruction of the court 
house came as a result of a lack 
of police protection for the fire- 
men when they attempted to run 
hose lines. Many of the firemen, 
however, entered the buildin and 
assisted in the work of quieting the 
prisoners, sOme of whom had be- 
come frantic. : 

Officers threw their clubs, guns 
and badges of authority to the wind 
and quit the job cold. This was 
true of many of the

Reform Administgation. 


Since the present city administra- 
tion came into office May 1, 1918 the 
mayor has supported the police ad- 
ministration of Superintendent 
Ringer, which has been known as 
a “reform” administration. He has 
supported such changes in the po- 
lice personnel as were recommend- 
ed by Mr. Ringer and this action 
has been the source of considerable 
criticism by some newspapers. 

Twenty-eight years ago yester- 
day, a negro named Neal wag taken 
from the court house and hanged on 
a pole just across the street from 
where Brown met his death. 

Early this morning a report from 
police headquarters’ stated that 
the mayor was dead, but it proved 
erroneous. 

Mayor Smith fs 59 years old and 
is a democrat in politics. He was 
born at Mount Pleasant. Iowa. and 
came to Nebraska in 1885 and to 
Omaha in 1890. Heisa lawyer and 
practiced his profession until chusen 
mayor &@ year ago last May, to suc- 
ceed James G. DahIiman who had 
held that office for twelve years. 

This morning, after the soldiers 
had begun restoring order in the 
city, many police officers stripped 
themselves of their insignia of 
aor sty and resigned forthwith.

Mob Seizes Mayor. 


Mayor Smith was seized by the 
mob on Seventeenth street, near the | 


courthouse, about 10 o'clock and 
was threatened with lynching. He 


was hustled to Harney street and 
stopped at the foot of a trolley pole 
on the cross-arm of which was a 
coil of rope. 

“Give us the Key to the jail,” “If 
we can’t get the negro we'll lynch 


you,” “He’s no better than the nig- 
ger,” “He’s a negro lover,” were 
shouts heard among the mob. “Get 
that rope,” someone shouted. It 
was pulled down by a loose end, but 
was not long enough to reach. A 
man climbed the pole and with a 
knife cut the rope. It was brought 
down and placed around the neck 
of the mayor. 

“Throw it up over the pole and 
string the mayor up,” yelled a dozen 
voices. The mayor was the center 
of a crush so great that it almost 
overturned an automobile standing 
near. 

The rope was placed around the 
mayor’s neck. Appalled at the pos- 
sibility of murdering the city’s 
chief executive, protests began to 
be heard. “We won't stand for 
hanging the mayor;” “that won't 
get us the nigger;” “let 'im g0;” 
“tell ‘im to get out of here.” Then 
two officers cut the rope, carried 
the mayor to an ambulance and 
rushed him to a hospital.

General Joseph E. Johnston for 
whom the reunion camp has been 
named graduated at West Point in 
1829, being a class mate of General 
Robert E. Lee. He served in the 
Mexican and Indian wars. In 186” 
he was appointed quartermaster 
zeneral of the United States army 
with the rank of Drigadier general. 
On April 20, 1861, he resigned this 
commission and was appointed a 
brigadier general in the confede- 
rate army. 

Generais Johnson and Beauregara 
defeated the union army under Gen- 
eral McDowell at the first battle of 
Bull Run.

In the coming series, luck has 
been eliminated to a large extent 
by the extension of the series to 
five out of nine games. Also, it 
is a notorious fact that in baseball

No Allowance for Luck, 

However, in this comparison of 
the teams, there is no allowance 
made for the element of “luck.” 
Therefore, we must con-ider 
chance of the Reds to overcome the 
physical superiority of their op- 
ponents by pitching power.
